_ hese "Objectives" serve to give a greater dimension to the scope 
of subjects to be considered and wore importantly what subjects to stress 
in our separate endeavors.

No formal review of any paper was undertaken by the Subcommittee. 
However, presented to the Subcommittee for discussion were 13 briefs of 
studies made by several of the member agencies. Of these CIA presented 
six, ONT (STIC) presented five and NSA and DIA each presented one.
